The  closure  followed  a  mass  arrest  campaign 
aimed  at  preventing  violence  Wednesday,  when 
Palestinians  mark  Land  Day,  the  12th  anniversary 
of  a  1976  clash  between  soldiers  and  Arabs  over  the 
confiscation  of  Arab  land.  Six  Palestinians  were 
killed. 

The  Palestine  Liberation  Organization  has  or¬ 
dered  widespread  protests  against  Israeli 
troops  and  Jewish  settlers. 

Israel’s  ability  to  deal  with  expected  un¬ 
rest  on  Land  Day  is  viewed  as  a  major  test 
of  the  military’s  muscle  to  quell  the  upris¬ 
ing  that  began  Dec.  8. 

_  The  closure  “stems  first  from  our  desire 

' '  to  tell  the  Arabs  ‘You  decided  on  Land 
Day,  so  let’s  have  a  confrontation.  We’ll  see  who 
wins,”’  Defense  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  said  on 
Israel  radio. 

“Remember,  we  have  not  exhausted  every 
means  of  control  at  our  disposal.” 

Rabin  said  the  measures  also  were  taken  to  pre¬ 
vent  Arabs  from  the  occupied  territories  from  in¬ 
citing  violence  among  Arabs  who  live  in  Israel.

PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  —  Sol¬ 
diers  firing  into  the  air  burst  into  the 
capital’s  leading  hotel  and  detained 
opposition  leaders  and  foreign  jour¬ 
nalists  after  an  anti-government 
demonstration  was  smashed  by  au¬ 
thorities. 

The  military  confiscated  the  film  of 
foreign  television  crews  at  the  Mar¬ 
riott  Hotel,  which  has  been  used  for 
weeks  as  an  informal  headquarters  by 
scores  of  American  and  other  re¬ 
porters  and  leaders  of  the  National 
Civic  Crusade. 

Opposition  spokesmen  said  nearly 
20  of  their  leaders  were  detained. 
Eight  foreign  journalists,  including 
Richard  Cole  of  The  Associated 
Press,  were  taken  away  and  held  for 
about  three  hours. 

The  Civic  Crusade,  a  leading  anti¬ 
government  coalition,  staged  the  af¬ 
ternoon  protest  march  in  an  attempt 
to  force  the  ouster  of  Panama’s  mili¬ 
tary  strongman,  Gen.  Manuel  Anto¬ 
nio  Noriega. 

Five  leaders  of  the  march  were  ar¬ 
rested.  The  violence  Monday  coin¬ 
cided  with  the  beginning  of  the  second 
week  of  a  general  strike  that  has 
closed  down  an  estimated  90  percent 
of  Panama’s  industry  and  commerce. 

Gunmen  dressed  in  civilian  clothes 
but  believed  to  be  members  of  the 
Defense  Forces’s  state  security  force, 
and  helmeted  soldiers  carrying  as¬ 
sault  rifles,  swept  into  the  Marriott 


about  three  hours  after  the  street 
demonstration  was  put  down  and 
forced  their  way  into  temporary  of¬ 
fices  of  NBC,  CBS,  ABC  and  CNN, 
among  others. 

They  ordered  employees  out  of  the 
suites  at  gunpoint,  then  searched  the 
rooms,  confiscating  the  networks’ 
film  of  the  earlier  demonstration  and 
other  equipment,  including  gas  masks 
and  bullet-proof  jackets. 

A  police  officer  on  the  scene  who 
declined  to  identify  himself  said  about 
40  people  were  taken  away.  They  in¬ 
cluded  members  of  the  Civic  Crusade 
and  journalists,  both  local  and  for¬ 
eign. 

Cole,  a  reporter  from  the  AP’s  Mi¬ 
ami  bureau,  and  the  seven  other  for¬ 
eign  reporters  were  released  un¬ 
harmed. 

“We  went  there  (to  the  hotel)  to 
neutralize  the  crusade’s  center  of  op¬ 
erations,”  Maj.  Felipe  Camargo  later 
told  Cole  and  the  other  detained  jour¬ 
nalists. 

Cole  said  the  reporters  were 
packed  in  police  vans  and  taken  to 
state  security  headquarters  in 
Panama  City.  There,  he  said,  authori¬ 
ties  searched  and  interrogated  them, 
photocopied  their  documents  and 
notes  and  told  to  line  up  facing  a  wall. 

Later  the  reporters  were  trans- 
feiTed  to  a  nearby  baseball  field 
where  about  40  other  people,  at  least 
two  of  whom  appeared  to  have  been 
beaten,  were  being  processed  by 
army  officials.

“Provo  is  not  a  poor  area,  but  with 
the  high  student  population  you 
wouldn’t  expect  students  and  kids  to 
have  high  incomes.  The  lower  income 
cities  tend  to  be  in  the  rural  areas 
where  they  don’t  have  a  high  cost  of 
living,”  she  said. 

Utah’s  per-capita  income  is  $8,535, 
according  to  1985  census  numbers  fig¬ 
ured  on  a  city-by-city  basis.  But  when 
welfare  and  fringe  benefits  are  calcu¬ 
lated  into  the  total  personal  income, 
the  state’s  per-capita  income  rises  to 
$10,493. 


Utah  ranks  lowest  among  tne  cen¬ 
sus’  mountain  division,  which  in¬ 
cludes  Nevada,  Utah,  Arizona,  New 
Mexico,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Idaho 
and  Montana.  Only  the  southern  cen¬ 
tral  division  has  an  overall  per-capita 
income  lower  than  the  mountain  divi¬ 
sion. 

Per-capita  income  is  figured  by  di¬ 
viding  total  personal  income  by  popu¬ 
lation. 

Personal  income  has  many  sources 
including  rent,  dividends,  wages  and 
salaries,  said  Gouchnour. 

Provo’s  per-capita  income  ranks  it 
153  out  of  226  incorporated  cities  in 
Utah. 


Orem  ranks  106th  with  a  per-capita 
income  of  $7,094. 

The  top  three  Utah  cities  in  the 
census  were  all  ski  resorts.  Park  City 
was  20  percent  above  that  of  second- 
place  Brian  Head’s  $13,998.  Alta  was 
in  third  place  with  $11,943.  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah’s  largest  city,  ranks  sev¬ 
enth  with  $10,248.

1 1  youth  will  stay  with  local  families

Mayor  Joe  Jenkins  formally  wel¬ 
comed  11  Japanese  youth  to  Provo 
City  on  Monday  as  part  of  their  10  day 
student  exchange  program,  said  Ken 
Ivory,  the  American  contact  for  the 
exchange  progi’am. 

According  to  Jenkins,  “This  is  a 
great  progi'am  for  building  bridges  of 
understanding  between  countries  and 
it  has  great  potential.” 

While  staying  here  in  Provo,  the 
students  are  living  with  local  families 
and  are  participating  in  activities  in¬ 
cluding  a  tour  of  BYU,  a  trip  to  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  and  Temple  Square,” 
said  Ivory. 

Some  of  the  students  also  partici¬ 
pated  in  Y-Day  activities  last  week¬ 
end,  he  said. 

According  to  Harumi  Iwata,  chap¬ 
erone  of  the  group  from  Kofu,  Japan, 
“Staying  in  homes  of  American 


families  is  the  best  way  for  these  stu¬ 
dents  to  learn  about  the  American 
lifestyle.” 

Ivory  also  said,  “The  potential  that 
this  kind  of  progi’am  has  in  bringing 
people  closer  together  is  incredibly 
important  for  the  future  of  our  com¬ 
munity  and  state,  as  well  as  our  na¬ 
tion.” 

“This  is  the  second  group  of 
Japanese  students  to  visit  Provo 
which  has  initiated  interest  in  sending 
local  students  to  Japan  under  the 
same  program,”  said  Ivory. 

According  to  Ivory,  this  July  local 
high  school  students  who  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  their  school’s  Asian  club  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  visit  Japan 
for  three  weeks  through  the  Japan 
Exchange  ‘88  Program. 

Ivory  said  that  although  the  stu¬ 
dents  only  stay  in  Provo  for  usually 
two  to  three  weeks,  it  still  allows  local 
families  a  chance  to  become  more  fa¬ 
miliar  with  Asian  cultures.

Y-Day  resulted  in  more  than  2,000 
students  being  involved  in  service 
projects  such  as  planting  3,600  trees 
and  cleaning  up  5  blocks  on  Center 
Street  and  many  other  work  projects, 
said  the  vice  president  of  ASBYU 
Student  Community  Services  Office. 

Maryann  Goodsell,  a  senior  from 
Salt  Lake  City,  majoring  in  interior 
design,  said,  “It  was  very  exciting  to 
see  the  students  out  there  involved  in 
aiding  the  community  ...  I  think  it  is 
impressive.  And  if  BYU  is  really  the 
light  in  the  hill,  as  far  as  universities 
go,  it  is  impressive  that  they  were 
involved  in  it.” 

Goodsell  said  that  BYU  students 
demonstrated  last  week  that  service 
is  important  by  their  participation  in 
the  Y-Day  activities. 

She  said  students  participated  in 
cleaning  the  Vivian  Park,  Canyon 
Glen,  Nuns  Park  and  South  Fork 
Campground.  “They  planted  sod  at 
the  Utah  Lake  and  planted  more 
trees  out  there  and  cleaned  up  the 
cemetery. 

“We  also  cleaned  up  the  Brigham 
Young  Academy,  pruning  and  doing 
some  sprinkling  to  prepare  that  for 
the  spring,”  she  said. 

Students  cleaned  up  the  yards  of 
the  houses  of  about  20  elderly  people 
whose  yards  were  too  large  for  them 
to  take  care  of,  said  Goodsell.  “A 
whole  stake  went  through  and  took 
care  of  all  that  with  the  boy’s  club  as 
well.” 

Roy  Peterman,  manager  of  BYU 
grounds,  said  that  the  students  par¬ 
ticipated  in  doing  some  cleaning  up  on 
campus  and  that  another  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  worked  cleaning  up  the 
Wilderness  Park. 

Goodsell  said  that  1978  was  the  last 
time  BYU  students  participated  in  a 
Y-Day  activity.  “And  that  was  when 
they  did  the  final  white  washing  of  the 
‘Y’.”  She  said  that  one  of  the  reasons 
why  there  hadn’t  been  a  university¬ 
wide  activity  since  then  was  because 
of  the  difficulty  of  organizing  27,000 
students  to  work  on  any  kind  of  pro¬ 
ject. 

“It  is  an  enormous  task,”  said  Good¬ 
sell.  And  because  the  enrollment  was 
so  large  at  the  time,  many  people 
thought  it  wasn’t  possible  to  do.  “But 
we  thought  otherwise,”  she  said. 

According  to  Rob  Daines,  presi¬ 


dent  of  ASBYU,  Y-Day  makes  a  nice 
transition  to  next  year’s  BYUSA, 
which  will  be  more  focused  on  the  stu¬ 
dents  and  on  providing  opportunities 
for  them  to  serve. 

“i  think  it  is  a  kind  of  bookend  to  the 
year  and  makes  a  nice  transition  to 
next  year,  he  said.” 

Another  function  of  Y-Day  was  to 
try  to  re-introduce  the  tradition  to 
campus,  he  said,  “so  it  will  take  root 
this  year  and  hopefully,  next  year, 
involve  more  students  and  more 
members  of  the  community  to  have  a 
better  chance  to  serve.” 

According  to  Daines,  Y-Day  was 
also  an  opportunity  to  serve  the  BYU 


married  students.  He  said  a  lot  of 
married  students  brought  their  chil¬ 
dren  to  the  activities.  “We  were  able 
to  reach  a  population  of  the  campus, 
which  (in  the  past)  we  hadn’t  done 
very  well,”  said  Daines.

American  troops  return  from  Honduras 


FORT  BRAGG,  N.  C.  —  The  first  American  troops  to  return  from  a  training 
mission  in  Honduras  to  counter  a  Nicaraguan  advance  earlier  this  month 
parachuted  into  their  home  base  Monday  amid  cheers  of  relatives  and  friends. 

An  estimated  800  soldiers  dropped  into  the  Sicily  Drop  Zone  at  fYrt  Bragg, 
home  of  the  82nd  Airborne  Division,  about  5  p.m.  They  were  met  by  a  military 
band  and  commanding  generals  from  the  base. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  the  troops  from  the  82nd  Airborne  whistled  as  they 
boarded  seven  c-141  transports  for  the  United  States. 

“It’s  great  to  be  going  home,”  said  Sgt.  Dale  Taylor,  22,  of  Red  Springs, 
N.C.  “It’s  going  to  be  a  sis-boom-ban  occasion.  They’re  going  to  have  a  bancl 
and  our  families  will  be  there.” 

Outside  the  Palmerola  Air  Base  in  Honduras,  about  200  Hondurans  demon¬ 
strated  their  support  for  the  Americans.  They  carried  signs  saying,  “Thanks 
for  having  helped  us  maintain  our  liberty”  and  “Unity  makes  for  democracy, 
thanks  for  being  here.” 


Senate  committee  recommends  treaty 


WASHINGTON  —  The  Senate  Armed  Services  Committee  voted  18  to  2  on 
Monday  to  recommend  the  Senate  ratify  the  new  treaty  banning  U.S.  and 
Soviet  medium-range  nuclear  weapons  worldwide. 

But  the  panel  said  a  serious  question  remains  about  whether  negotiators 
intended  the  pact  to  ban  futuristic,  advanced  technology  weapons  or  only 
nuclear-armed  medium-range  ballistic  and  cruise  missiles. 

Sen.  Sam  Nunn,  D-Ga,  the  Armed  f’orces  Committee  chairman,  said  other 
ambiguities  also  must  be  resolved  before  the  Senate  votes  on  the  pact. 

He  said  these  include  potentially  misleading  language  in  the  treaty  text  and 
the  issue  of  whether  a  missile  tested  in  both  long-  and  medium-range  modes  is 
permitted  or  banned  by  the  pact. 

Nunn  said  his  reading  of  the  treaty  language  suggests  that  ground-launched 
ballistic  or  cruise  missiles  “which  destroy  their  targets  through  more  futuristic 
or  exotic  means  would  not  be  covered.” 

“If  this  reading  is  correct,  then  the  treaty  would  appear  to  allow  ground- 
launched  ballistic  missiles  or  ground-launched  cruise  missiles  that  destroy 
targets  through  such  means  as  lasers.” 


Gephardt  withdraws  presidential  bid 


Rep.  Richard  Gephardt  quit  the  Democratic  presidential  race  today,  a 
victim  of  mounting  losses  in  the  seven  weeks  since  he  won  the  lead-off  Iowa 
caucuses.  RivalJesse  Jackson,  on  the  rise  with  a  victory  in  Michigan,  said  he 
expects  the  party  to  embrace  him  as  its  nominee  if  he  wins  the  most  pre-con¬ 
vention  delegates. 

Gephardt,  who  declared  his  candidacy  in  February  1987  and  actually  began 
campaigning  more  than  a  year  earlier,  said  at  a  Capitol  Hill  news  conference, 
“It’s  time  to  end  a  presidential  campaign.” 

He  said  he  would  file  for  re-election  to  his  House  seat  on  Tuesday  “to 
continue  my  fight  for  the  people  whose  concerns  have  been  at  the  heart  of  this 
campaign.” 

The  Missouri  congressman  noted  that  it  is  often  said  that  an  opera  isn’t  over 
until  the  fat  lady  sings.”  Referring  to  his  distant  third-place  finish  in  the 
Michigan  caucuses,  he  said,  “Last  Saturday  in  Michigan,  I  think  I  heard  her 
walking  to  the  microphone.” 

Army  reconsiders  Utah  biolab  location 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Army  will  reconsider  building  a  biological  warfare 
defense  testing  laboratory  at  Utah’s  Dugway  Proving  Ground  in  the  wake  of 
opposition  from  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter,  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch  and  Rep.  Wayne 
Ow-ens. 

A  Pentagon  spokesman  said  that  Jay  R.  Sculley,  assistant  Armv  secretary 
for  research  and  development,  and  John  M.  Shannon,  assistant  secretary  for 
installations,  met  Monday  to  review  the  biosafety  level-4  lab’s  complex  sitting 
in  the  wake  of  growing  political  opposition. 

The  lab  would  be  used  to  test  the  effectiveness  of  soldier’s  protective  gear 
against  biological  agents.  Level-4  is  the  highest  containment  standard  for 
biological  warfare  defense  research,  and  would  involve  study  of  fatal  disease 
systems  without  known  cures  or  treatment. 

Although  the  Army  has  said  it  had  no  plans  to  conduct  such  experimenta¬ 
tion,  Utah  political  figures  are  unconvinced.  Hatch,  R-Utah,  has  called  the  lab 
p  “incredible  risk,”  saying  “it  would  be  unconscionable  to  subject  Utahns”  to 
its  potential  dangers.

Meanwhile,  supporters  of  the  activist,  42-year-old  Julian  Pierce,  said  they 
would  seek  to  change  a  state  law  that  would  automatically  make  his  opponent 
in  the  primary  the  winner  of  the  election.

Koch  ignored  it. 

He  has  now  ignored  110  consecu¬ 
tive  editorials  on  the  front  page  of  the 
newspaper  demanding  that  he  leave 
office. 

“Mr.  Koch  is  incredible.  Every 
week  he  gives  me  something  new, 
something  outrageous,  something 
wrong”  to  write  about,  says  Wilbei’t 
A.  Tatum,  author  of  the  editorials  and 
editor-in-chief  of  the  40,000-circula¬ 
tion  weekly. 

While  the  Amsterdam  News  gener¬ 
ally  comes  down  on  the  left  side  of  the 
political  spectrum,  it  is  considered  the 
establishment  black  newspaper  and 
less  radical  than  some  others  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  city. 

Tatum  has  written  anti-Koch  edito¬ 
rials  while  traveling  in  Zimbabwe, 
Sweden,  Britain  and  Ethiopia.  He  has 
focused  on  corruption,  racial  ten¬ 
sions,  homelessness  —  all  of  them 
blamed  on  the  “weak  and  fading” 
Koch. 

Koch  is  “mean-spirited  and  vindic¬ 
tive,”  Tatum  wrote  (March  8,  1986). 
He  “postures,  preens  and  pontificates 
as  he  poses  and  pretends  to  be  mayor 
of  all  the  people  of  New  York  City,” 
Tatum  said  (Jan.  3,  1987).

This  type  of  questioning  helps  to 
identify  who  was  in  the  area  during 
the  suspected  crime,  said  Paul 
Bringhurst,  crime  prevention  special¬ 
ist  at  BYU. 


The  testing  center  manager,  Lewis 
J.  Wood,  told  police  a  student  had 
been  caught  cheating  on  a  test  earlier 
that  day.  The  name  of  the  student 
corresponded  with  the  name  of  the 
man  using  the  telephone. 

The  police  went  to  the  man’s  resi¬ 
dence  and  discovered  burglary  tools 
in  his  possession.  At  the  testing  cen¬ 
ter  there  was  evidence  of  the  use  of 
such  tools,  according  to  the  police  re¬ 
port. 

The  man  was  arrested,  charged  and 
later  released  on  his  own  recogni¬ 
zance,  according  to  the  report.  His 
arraignment  has  been  set  for  April  7. 

The  case  has  been  sent  to  Univer-

“Every  year  it’s  been  a  sold-out 
concert,”  said  Ron  Brough,  director 
of  BYU’s  percussionists  and  steel 
band.

/  instrument  and  new  sound  which 
found  its  way  to  the  BYU  campus, 
'he  Panoramic  Steel  Band  and  the 


drums  were  created  in  the  late  ’30s  or 
early  ’40s.  The  U.S.  Army  provided 
the  oil  drums  and  the  people  of 
Trinidad  did  the  rest.  The  oil  drums 
are  tempered  with  fire  and  then  tuned 
with  a  ball-peen  hammer. 

“Each  bump  on  the  drum  tunes  the 
drum  to  a  specific  sound,”  said 
Brough.  “The  high  and  low  octaves 
are  created  by  either  pinching  or  loos¬ 
ening  the  drum.” 

According  to  Brough,  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  musicians  is  that  they  be 
able  to  read  music,  have  some  rhyth¬ 
mic  ability  and  a  light  touch.  “The 
tune  of  the  drum  can  be  damaged  if 
the  musician  were  to  dent  the  drum.” 

The  steel  band  will  perform  four 
calypso-style  selections:  “Pan  Here  to 
Stay,”  by  Lord  Kitchener;  “Confu¬ 
sion,”  by  Cliff  Alexis;  “This  Feeling 
Nice,”  by  Len  Sharpe;  and  “The  Ham¬ 
mer,”  by  David  Rudder. 

BYU’s  Percussion  Ensemble  will 
recreate  the  sounds  from  Saturday 
morning  cartoons.  The  band  will  per¬ 
form  theme  songs  from  cartoons  such 
as  Looney  Tunes  and  The  Plint- 
stones. 

“We’ll  provide  the  sound  effects 
you  hear  on  those  cartoons  and  you 
can  see  how  they  are  made,”  said 
Brough.  “Instruments”  in  the  work 
will  include  a  whoopie  cushion,  fog 
horn,  siren  whistle,  cricket  clickers 
and  glass  broken  in  a  bucket. 

Other  ensemble  works  to  be  per¬ 
formed  will  be  “Inmates  Lullaby,”  an 
easy-listening  work  popular  in  the 
’70s  and  “Gainesborough”  by  Thomas 
Gauger,  a  classic  percussion  work. 

Another  work  that  will  be  per¬ 
formed  is  Beethoven’s  Scherzo,  from 
Symphony  No.  9,  which  has  been 
adapted  with  bongos,  tom  toms, 
anvils  and  other  percussion  instru¬ 
ments;  and  a  premier  work,  Rondo, 
by  BYU  composition  student  Michael 
Kosorok.

College  accreditation 
not  available  in  all 
Fine  Arts  departments

The  College  of  Fine  Arts  and  Com¬ 
munications  received  full  accredita¬ 
tion  to  three  departments  and  are  in 
the  process  of  being  accredited  in  two 
other  departments. 

The  Departments  of  Theatre  and 
Film,  Music  and  Communication  are 
fully  accredited  by  a  national  accredi¬ 
tation  organization  that  regularly 
evaluates  curriculum  standards.  The 
university  as  a  whole  is  evaluated  by 
the  North  West  Association  of  Sec¬ 
ondary  and  Higher  Schools. 

Each  organization  has  different 
standards  for  each  department  that  is 
evaluated,  said  Dallas  M.  Burnett,  as¬ 
sociate  dean  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts  and  Communications.  “Each  de¬ 
partment  is  reaccredited  every  four, 
six  or  10  years  and  receive  a  stamp  of 
approval,”  said  Burnett. 

“For  example,  the  Theatre  Depart¬ 
ment  is  reaccredited  every  10  years 
and  the  Communications  Department 
every  six  years,”  Burnett  added. 

The  organizations  who  accredit  the 
departments  use  professional  and  ed¬ 
ucational  people  to  make  sure  no  vio¬ 
lations  have  been  made.  They  look  at 
a  department’s  facilities,  check  claims 
and  interview  students,  according  to 
Gordon  Whiting,  chairman  of  the 
Communications  Department. 

“In  most  cases  a  college  gi’aduate 
needs  to  graduate  from  an  accredited 
school,  one  that  is  recognized  by  a 
main  professional  body,”  said  Whit¬ 
ing.  He  added  that  potential  journal¬ 
ists  should  go  on  an  internship  for 
experience  in  a  job  before  entering 
the  workfield. 

The  Art  and  Design  Departments 
are  in  the  process  of  being  fully  ac¬ 
credited. 

The  Art  and  Design  Department 
have  a  great  chance  of  being  accred¬ 
ited,  according  to  Rose.

An  historic  first  in  the  chronicles  of 
the  U.S.  Postal  Service  —  a  three-na¬ 
tion  stamp  issuance  —  is  being  hailed 
in  philatelic,  circles  all  over  the  world. 

Finland,  Sweden  and  the  United 
States  are  issuing  stamps  honoring 
the  350th  anniversary  of  the  settle¬ 
ment  of  New  Sweden  on  the  North 
American  continent  by  Swedish  and 
Finnish  immigrants.  All  the  stamps 
are  international  airmails. 

The  design  basic  to  all  three  adhe¬ 
sives  features  an  illustration  from  a 
1702  book  on  the  New  Sweden  colony 
by  Thomas  Campanius  Holm,  the 
first  Swedish  publication  about 
America. 

A  map  of  the  area,  which  shows  the 
various  frontiers  of  the  colony  from 
its  founding  in  1638  to  1655,  is  pic¬ 
tured  on  the  left.  On  the  opposite 
side,  a  world  map  a  pears  with  Swe¬ 
den  and  Finland  highlighted  in  the 
upper  right.  Two  Swedish  ships  that 


arrived  in  the  New  World  are  also 
included  in  the  design. 

The  Swedish  stamp  is  part  of  a 
booklet  of  six  different  stamps  honor¬ 
ing  New  Sweden.  Only  full  booklets 
will  be  available,  not  individual 
stamps. 

Also  available:  a  $5  U.S.-Sweden- 
Finland  joint  issue  folder,  “The 
American  Letter,”  and  a  $7.50  New 
Sweden  brochure,  a  product  of  the 
Swedish  Post  Office. 

The  U.S.  stamp  will  be  available  at 
most  post  offices  throughout  the 
country.  However,  the  Finnish 
stamp,  Swedish  stamp  booklet,  “The 
American  Letter”  and  the  New  Swe¬ 
den  brochure  will  be  available  by  mail 
order  only. 

First-day  cancellations  of  the  U.S. 
airmail  can  be  obtained  as  follows: 

You  may  purchase  the  stamp  at 
your  local  post  office  and  affix  it  to 
your  own  envelope.  The  international 
airmail  rate  is  44  cents.  No  remit¬ 
tance  is  required.

OREM  —  Geneva  Steel  will  re¬ 
quire  up  to  $185  million  in  capital  in¬ 
vestments  over  the  next  five  years  to 
maintain  its  potential  for  creating 
new  jobs  in  central  Utah,  a  new  study 
says. 

The  study,  drafted  by  Hatch  Asso¬ 
ciates  Consultants  of  Buffalo,  N.Y., 
states  that  investment  is  needed  to 
refurbish  aging  equipment  at  the  44- 
year-old  mill. 

The  engineering  firm’s  report  is  the 
first  phase  of  a  two-part,  $75,000 
study  commissioned  last  year  by  the 
Mountainland  Association  of  Govern¬ 
ments  and  the  Geneva  Advisory 
Board.  The  study  is  funded  by  a 
$200,000  federal  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Administration  gi’ant. 

Last  August,  Basic  Manufacturing 
and  Technologies  of  Utah  bought  the 
plant  from  USX  Corp. ,  resuming  pro¬ 
duction  at  idled  plant  and  hiring  1,900 
workers. 

The  first-phase  report  says  Geneva 
Steel’s  continued  success  is 
pai’amount  to  Utah  County  economic 
growth.  A  development  strategy  us¬ 
ing  the  steel  plant  as  its  base  for  job- 
creation  efforts  will  make  Geneva 
jobs  more  secure  and  develop  eco¬ 
nomic  opportunities  not  directly  re¬ 
lated  to  the  steel  mill. 

Researchers  said  reopening  of  the 
plant  coincided  with  a  peak  in  the  de¬ 
mand  for  steel,  resulting  in  a  full  or¬ 
der  book  for  the  next  six  months  and  a 
high  initial  level  of  employment. 


The  State  Board  of  Regents  has 
agreed  to  allow  each  of  the  state’s 
nine  colleges  and  universities  to  offer 
television  courses  throughout  Utah. 

“The  change  now  allows  universi¬ 
ties  to  telecast  courses  out  of  their 
geographic  service  area,”  said  Vicki 
Varela,  public  affairs  officer  for  the 
Board  of  Regents. 

Without  the  change,  television 
courses  could  be  offered  only  in  the 
limited  geographic  service  areas  of 
each  institution,  greatly  restricting 
the  number  of  people  who  could  bene¬ 
fit  from  the  program. 

All  but  Dixie  College  will  soon  be 
linked  via  a  microwave  system  and 
KULC-TV,  Channel  9,  statewide. 

“The  courses  can  be  set  up  in  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  ways,”  said  Varela.  “The  stu¬ 
dent  can  watch  the  lectures  on  Chan¬ 
nel  9  at  home  and  then  take  the  tests 
at  the  end  of  the  term  or  whenever 
the  professor  arranges  it.  What’s  nice 
about  the  program  is  that  the  general 
public  can  watch  and  learn,  too.” 

About  1,500  students  are  enrolled 
in  five  courses  telecast  over  Channel 
9.  Television  courses  have  included 
Utah  geography,  computers,  money 
management,  American  history  and 
health. 

Some  regents  had  reservations 
about  the  policy  change. 

Regent  Donald  B.  Holbrook  said 
that  by  eliminating  the  service  areas, 
institutions  may  duplicate  offerings. 

Furthermore,  universities  may  opt 
for  lower  level  courses  to  attract  stu¬ 
dents  and  tuition  revenue  —  instead 
of  telecasting  graduate  level  classes 
unavailable  in  outlying  areas,  accord¬ 
ing  to  College  of  Eastern  Utah  Presi¬ 
dent  Michael  Petersen. 

Under  the  policy  change,  academic 
vice  presidents  will  decide  which  will 
coordinate  offerings  to  avoid  duplica¬ 
tion. 

“Basically  (the  educational  tele¬ 
casts)  are  only  one  of  the  many  ways 
we’re  trying  to  deal  with  enrollment 
gi’owth,”  said  Varela.  “We’ve  got  to 
think  of  alternative  ways  of  offering 
education  to  people  who  can’t  come  to 
the  university  or  who  live  in  outlying 
areas.”
